WASHINGTON, March 27—The 
nomination of Commodore James 
K. Vardaman, White House naval 
aide, to membership on the Board 
of Governors of the Federal Re- 
serve System was approved today 
by the Senate Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency. The vote was 
nine to one. 

Senator Alben W. Barkley, act- 
ing chairman of the committee 
and Democratic majority leader, 
said he was confident the nomi- 
nation would receive approval on 
the floor of the Senate. 

The one vote against approval 
was cast by Senator Charles W. 
Tobey (Rep.), New Hampshire. 
Senator Arthur Capper (Rep.), 
Kansas, was present but did not 
vote. 

Those who voted to approve the 
nomination were Senators Bark- 
ley, George L. Radcliffe (Dem.), 
Maryland, John J. Bankhead 
(Dem.), Alabama, Ernest W. Mc- 
Farland (Dem.), Arizona; I1Gen H. 
Taylor (Dem.), Idaho; Hugh B. 
Mitchell (Dem.), Washington: C. 
Douglass Buck (Rep.), Delaware; 
Eugene D. Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, and Homer E, Capehart 
(Rep.), Indiana. 

Capehart made the motion on 
which the committee acted. 

Barkley told reporters he would 
attempt to bring the nominaion 
to the floor of the Senate tomor- 
row. 

The full committee action on 
the nomination came a few hours 
after the sub-committee, headed 
by Radchiffe (Dem.), Maryland, 
voted without dissent to recom- 
mend approval of the nomination 
by the committee. 

Radcliffe said he had several 
proxies from members who did 
not attend the session today. Each 
proxy, he added, was for the 
recommendation for approval, The 
committee has 20 members. 

Senator Forrest C. Donnell 
(Rep.) Missouri, who led the 
fight on Vardaman before the 
subcommittee, declined to say 
whether he contemplated carrying 
the fight to the floor of the Sen- 
ate. 

Radcliffe told Barkley serious 
charges had been made against 
Vardaman in the subcommittee’s 
hearings. 

“We have studied these care- 
fully and at great length,” he 
said. “We have come to the con- 
clusion that the charges made 
were not sustained.” 

He referred to charges that Var- 
daman had ordered the padding 
of a Nov. 30, 1941, inventory of 
the old Vardaman Shoe Co. of 
St. Louis. This was just a few 
months before the firm entered 
bankruptcy.

Retiring President An- 
nounces Result With 
Tears in His Eyes.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
27—Walter Reuther, spark plug 
of the General Motors’ strike, to- 
day was elected president of the 
CIO United Auto Workers over 
conservative R. J, Thomas, who 
was seeking his seventh term. 
Reuther’s election commits the 
union, one of the two largest in 
the CIO, to an administration 
with social and economic policies 
which may have repercussions 
throughout the entire American 
labor movement. 

With tears in his eyes Thomas 
conceded Reuther’s election. 

The complete unofficial vote, as 


pregistered on a tabulating ma- 


chine showed: Reuther 4540 votes, 
Thomas 4290. Thus Reuther won 
by about 250 votes. Reuther 
would have needed only 4416 of 
the 8830 votes for victory. It was 
the closest election in the history 
of the UAW. 
Reuther’s Platform. 

Reuther, a vice president of the 
union and director of the Gen- 
eral Motors strike, ran largely on 
ap latform of promising expanded 
research to implement his wage 
and price policies. His other eco- 
nomic and social philosophies also 
had come under fire.

ROME, March 27 (AP)—An ar- 
ticle in L’Osservatore Romano, 
Vatican City newspaper, today ac- 
cused the Russians of crucifying 
three Roman Catholic priests in 
Lithuania in 1941 and of killing 
scores of others. The article said 
50,000 inhabitants of Lithuania 
were exiled. 

The article was signed by Alex 
Richards who, the editor said, is 
a French writer. The editor said 
Lithuanian priests checked Rich- 
ards’s material. 

The story said the crucified 
priests were Father Giustino Da- 
brila, first head of Catholic Action 
in Lithuania, and Vacovlas Balsys 
and Father Petrika.

Allied Council Agrees on 
Plan to Reduce Ger- 
many to Second Class 
Nation. 


By CHARLES ARNOT 
BERLIN, March 27 (UP)—Ger- 
many’s war-making potential will 
be forever crushed and Adolf Hit- 
ler’s once-powerful Reich will be 
reduced to a second class indus- 


trial nation under plans approved 
unanimously by the Allied Control 
Council, it was disclosed today. 


The German standard of living 
will be set at approximately two- 
thirds, or 66 2-3 per cent, of the 
level immediately before the out- 
break of war. 

An average diet of 2000 calories 
daily was approved, but the meals 
will be short of meats and fats. 
Germany will not produce enough 
meats and fats itself, and its ex- 
ports will not provide sufficient 
income to import them from other 
countries. Larger amounts of 
grains and potatoes will be found 
on the dinner table in the future. 

Statistical details of the Allied 
plan will be announced tomorrow. 
It was approved yesterday by the 
United States, Russia, Great Brit- 
ain and France after seven months 
of study and negotiation. 

The heavy industries that sup- 
plied Hitler’s legions will go for 
reparations, official sources re- 
vealed. Substantial exports from 
light industries will be used to pay 
for imports, particularly food. 

Specific controls on manufac- 
turing will be decided at the peace 
conference. 

An annual production of 5,800,- 
000 tons of steel will be allowed, 
but the production of magnesium, 
primary aluminum, synthetic rub- 
ber, oil, aircraft, sea-going ships, 
and arms or ammunition of any 
type will be barred under the Al- 
lied program. 

Americ 1 Officials believe the 
approved plan will enable the 
long-delayed reparations program 
to be completed within a month.

H. L. Farquar, the _ British 
charge d’affairs here, said he had 
conferred with Qavam about the 
existence of an agreement and 
|that there was no cause for sus- 
picion that any secret pact existed 
between the two countries. 

Farquar told reporters he thought 
the order for evacuation had 
“caught the Russian general staff 
unprepared.” 

“It will take them the five or six 
weeks they specified to complete 
the movement,” Farquar = said, 
pointing out that a single rail line 
is available and the “movement of 


tanks and heavy equipment takes 
time.” 


Doubts About Withdrawal. 
Prince Firouz said Russian 
evacuation of Kazvin, 80 miles 
northwest of Tehran, “has begun 


and should be completed within 


three or four days.” 
United States and British diplo- 


matic officials said, however, that 


despite Russian troop movements 
northward they were not yet sure 
that the Red Army intended to 
completely from the 
semi-autonomous Iranian province 
of Azerbaijan. 

An Iranian general staff offi- 


‘cer said there had been no re- 


ports, either official or unofficial, 
that any Russian troops actually 
had crossed the Iranian frontier 
into the Soviet Union. 

Some observers here foresaw the 
possibility that the Russian col- 
umns now streaming northward 
might withdraw only as far as 
Iranian Azerbaijan, which borders 
on the U.S.S.R. These sources 
said the Russians might support

(UP)—Remnants of the old T. J. 
Pendergast machine failed in their 
bid to regain control of the City 
Hall here as the Citizens’ party 
ticket swept into office by an 
11,859-vote majority. 

Final unofficial returns from 
yesterday's balloting in the city’s 
462 precincts showed the non- 
partisan organization of inde- 
pendent Democrats and Republi- 
cans, well in front, with a vote of 
63,750 for William E. Kemp, their 
candidate in the mayoralty elec- 
tion. Former Marine Maj. Rob- 
ert K. Ryland, the machine-sup- 
ported opponent, had 51,891 votes. 

The heavy vote contrasted great- 
ly with the 74,000 votes in the 1944 
election. The machine had put 
forth its greatest effort since it 
lost control of the city hall, and 
in the final count had retained 
control of the First District and 
picked up a second post in the 
Third District. 

In the First. District, always a 
machine’ stronghold, John 4A. 
Hoedl, a disabled veteran of 
World War II, won over the Cit- 
izens’ party candidate, Gordon 
Siddens, by nearly 9000 votes. 

In the Third District, machine 
candidate, Harry S. Davis, won 
over W. M. (Bill) Thurman, by 
less than 2000 votes. 

The election of Davis gave the

on the Council than it had had in 
more than six years.

—Lt Nicolai Gregorovich Redin, 
29-year-old member of the Soviet 
purchasing commission at Seattle, 
was arrested last night at Port- 
land, Ore., on espionage charges. 
The charges involved plans and in- 
formation regarding the U.S:S. 
Yellowstone, a destroyer. tender. 

The formal charge was disclosed 
late last night at Portland, hours 
after FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover 
had announced tersely in Wash- 
ington that Redin had been seized 
by FBI agents as he was about 


to board a Russian canning vessel 
for home. 

Arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Robert A. Leedy, 
the Soviet officer, wearing the 
uniform of his rank, was asked 
whether he understood English. 

Thumping Leedy’s desk, Redin 
cried, “I will not talk, I will not 
talk.” 

He then demanded to see the 
Soviet Consul, who was not repre- 
sented at the proceedings. 

Leedy, fixing bail at $25,000, 
ordered Redin held in Multno- 
mah county jail in default of bond 
until another hearing is set. 

Redin, a graduate of the Rus- 
sian Naval Academy who came 
to this country four years ago, 
has been under “intensive FBI

strong. It'll even make folks like

He said that the new concoction 
would retail for 65 cents and that 
he probably wouldn’t sell more 
than one to a customer—unless 
they rushed in looking as if they 
desperately needed a drink. 

He said he had had good busi- 
ness during his two days of opera- 
tion. “Everyone seems to be rid- 


ing along with the Scotch, 
though,” he said. 

Co-worker Joe Cahill _ said, 
“They’re buying Scotch because 
they’re a bunch of _ two-fisted 
drinkers. They come in here and 
order in a hurry, then_ they drink 
it in a hurry. You can look down 
their throats and almost see the 
stuff bouncing off their shoes.” 

Green insisted that so far the 
U.N.O. customers have held their 
liquor extremely well. No cus- 
tomer has created a_ situation 
making it necessary that he be 
tossed out. 

“You see those iron rings up 
there?” he asked, pointing to an 
apparatus swinging from the ceil- 
ing, apparently used by college 
girls for exercise in normal times. 

“Well, yesterday a guy felt so 
good that he jumped up and took 
himself a long swing on those,” 
Moe said. “But we didn’t get 
sore, and why should be?

NEW YORK, March 27 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Byrnes told 
ithe Security Council today the 
American government “deems it 
of vital importance to the future 
of the United Nations” for Iran 
to get an immediate hearing—an 
issue over which Russia hreatens 
to boycott the Council. 

“Small nations look to us to 
keep the doors of the Security 
Council open to them so that if 
they have a grievance they can 
present it,” Byrnes said. “If this 
is not done, the U.N.O. will die in 
its infancy, a victim of ineffici- 
ency.” 

Byrnes spoke after Soviet Am-< 
bassador Andrei Gromyko repeat- 
ed his demand for a delay in the 
Iranian case until April 10 and 
said that Russia and Iran had 
reached an accord for withdrawal 
of Red army troops. 

Dispute Over Agreement. 

Byrnes said there was a mis- 
understanding over this point of 
the accord, that Premier Ahmed 
Qavam of Iran in published state- 
ments had not said one existed. 

(The United Press reported that 
Byrnes told the council that the 
Soviet Union had given it in- 
accurate information by stating 
that there had been an agreement 
between Russia and Iran over the 
withdrawal of Red Army troops. 
Byrnes stated that information he 
had received today from the 
American diplomatic representa- 
tive in Tehran was contrary to 
the Russian contention.) 

The Security Council, Byrnes 
declared, could vote to postpone 
the Iranian case only by ignoring 
Iran’s statement that its security 
was threatened. He urged that 
an Egyptian motion to call] Iran- 
ian Ambassador Hussein Ala to 
testify be given priority over a 
Russian motion to delay the case, 

“Would you vote to postpone 
first and then hear Iran after~ 
ward?” he asked sharply. 

As to whether an accord exists 
between Iran and Russia for re- 
moval of Red forces, Gromyko 
maintained there was one. He 
added that Iranian Premier 
Qavam had said so. Byrnes said 
this was based on a misinterpre- 
tation of Gromyko of an Asso- 


Gromyko told the council that 
Qavam was not opposed to post- 
ponement of the case until April 
10. 

Ambassador Ala hag said all 
along that he has been in touch 
with his government and has no 
new instructions to drop his de- 
mand for an immediate hearing. 

The council was called to order 
this afternoon by Dr. Quo Tai-chi 
of China after a subcommittee of 
Byrnes, Gromyko and French Am- 
bassador Henri Bonnet had broken 
up in disagreement. 

Dr. Quo told the council today 
that the subcommittee had failed 
to reach agreement and that the 
meeting was in the same position 
as when it adjourned yesterday. 

Calls for Votes. 

If there was no further discus- 
sion, he said, he was ready to call 
for votes on various proposals. 

Polish Ambassador Oscar Lange 
asked Quo to change the order in 
which various proposals would be 
put to a vote so that the council 
would have a chance to ballot on 
an Australian motion that Iran 
make a written report before tak- 
ing up other proposals. 

Quo ruled, however, that the 
motions should be voted on in this 
order: First, Russia's motion for 
postponement until April 10; sec- 
ond, Egypt’s motion that Iran be 
allowed to make an oral. state- 
ment to the council; third, the 
Australian motion for a written 
report only.

URGES RIGID 
IN 48 NATIONS 


Calls for Rationing ‘Where Necessary, but 
Does Not Specify Countries — Council 
May Await Report by Hoover 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
27 (AP)—The special committee on 
food of the United Nations Re- 
habilitation and Relief Administra- 
tion today called on the organiza- 
tion’s 48 member nations to adopt 
rigorous food controls—including 
rationing “where necessary’’—and 
recommended the present council 
reconvene soon in Washington. 
It did not specify the countries 
to which it referred in recom- 
mending “the adoption where 
necessary of new and more rig- 
orous methods of control and pro- 
curement designed to increase ex- 
portable supplies and decrease 
important requirements such as 
food rationing.” 
The mild tone of this clause con- 
stituted a compromise accepted 
by some governments that have 
wanted UNRRA to go on record 
strongly for world-wide rationing 
of commodities in short supply. 
Simultaneously, the committee 
advocated government procure- 
ment of food stuffs which UNR 
RA needs for relief. 
“In view of the gravity of the 
present situation,” the 11-member 
committee suggested a _ recess 
rather than an adjournment of 
the present fourth council session. 
It asked that the organization’s 
director general be given author- 
ity to reconvene the meeting in 
Washington as soon as he can re- 
port on coming consultations with 
member government on_ steps 
taken to avoid mass starvation. 
It specified in this recommenda- 
tion that sufficient time should 
elapse “to allow the council to 
assess the position regarding 


scarce supplies to be made avail- 
able to UNRRA to meet the grave 
emergency of this spring and 
early summer.” 
May Wait on Hoover. 
Earlier it was reported that the

BARUCH SATISFIES

sider Baruch’s nomination. He 
said he might make it public later. 

The committee deferred action. 
Connally told reporters this was 
because Baruch intended to have 
a conference with Secretary of 
State Byrnes “to go over all these 
matters.” Connally did not en- 
large on his statement except to 
say that the committee may 
want to discuss things with 
Baruch after he talks with Byrnes, 

Vandenberg said he had ad- 
dressed “four or five fuydamental 
questions” to Baruch and had re- 
ceived “satisfactors answers.” As 
a result the Michigan Senator 
withdrew his request that the 75- 
year-old park bench statesman 
testify befare the committee. 

Expected approval of Baruch’s 
nomination will leave to the Sen- 
ate special atomic committee the 
task of further inquiry into plans 
for making atomic energy develop- 
ments available to other nations. 

Chairman McMahon (Dem.), 
Connecticut, said this phase will 
be taken up next week when the 
committee calls David E. Lilien- 
thal and other members of a State

Hazards Discussed. 


Congress should sponsor a na- 
tional program aimed at utilizing 
nuclear energy for industrial and 
gcientific purposes, the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science was told today. 

A strong plea for such a pro- 
Bram was voiced by Dr. Andrew 
H. Dowdy, University of Roches- 
ter radiologist. He spoke at the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine in a symposium which 
viewed man-controlled atomic 
power as both a liability and an 
asset to humanity. 

Even if such a program is es- 
tablished, narrow vision or too 
rigid security regulations would 
stifle it, he warned. Security re- 
strictions must be held to a min- 
imum, he insisted, emphasizing 
that free personal discussion, pub- 
lication and participation in scien- 
tific meetings are vital to prog- 
ress. 

‘Outlaw War Itself.’ 

This freedom made the atomic 
bomb possible, inasmuch as its 
technology utilized the findings of 
fundamental scientists in previous 
decades, he pointed out,

“The only solution is to outlaw 
war itself,” he declared. “The 
U.N.O. must so construct a world | 
Organization that war will be im- 
possible.” 

Hazurds of Production. 

Among the dangers of nuclear 
energy are the hazards of actual 
production, it was pointed out: 
These lie in exposure to free 
radiations and dusts laden with 
radioactive and nonradioactive 
chemicals. Depression of the 
blood-forming organs, temporary 
Or permanent sterilization and 
even the risk of cancer are in- 
volved in prolonged exposure to 
radiations or to excesive amounts 
of radioactive dusts. 

Dr. William F. Bale, University 
of Rochester physicist, reported 
that science has developed ade- 
quate methods of reducing the 
hazards of producing nuclear 
energy, at least in large-scale, 
fixed-site operations, to an essen- 
tially neglicible degree. In prac- 
tice, however, these precautions 
havee been expensive in terms of 
moncy and unceasing vigilance. 

T..ose charged with the health 
and safety of industrial workers 
must see to it that, in spite of 
probable economic pressure fo cut 
costs, adequate safety measures 
are maintained so that hoped-for 
benefits are not counterbalanced 
by irreparable injuries to the 
worker or to an unprotected pub- 
lic, he stated. 

_ The source of energy from 
atomic power which technically 
will be most easily available in the 
near future will be power gener- 
ation in a large, non-mobile plant 
probably functioning as a source 
of electrical power, Dr. Bale con- 
tinued. 

Safety Measures. 

The feasibility of safely operat- 
ing such plants has been demon- 
strated by the Hanford piles in 
which plutonium is produced, he 
said, pointi,g out that protection 
from the neutrons and gamma 
rays accompanying fission, and 
from the short-lived radioactivity 
of the fission products, is obtained 
by massive concrete shields cou- 
pled with remotely controlled op- 
erat.on of the pile. 

A chain-reacting pile, either for 
power or plutonium production, 
will not continue to operate in- 
definitely, it was explained, due 
to accumulation of fission prod- 
ucts with high neutron-absorption 
cross-sections which’ gradually 
bring the chain reaction to a halt 
by parasitic absorption of neu- 
trons. This means that slugs of 
the metal undergoing fission must 
be periodically removed from the 
pile and accumulated impurities 
resulting from fission removed by 
chemical processing. 

The immense beta and gamma 
ray activity of these slugs consti- 
tutes one of the greatest hazards 
in the operation of nuclear fission 
. plants. Most of the short, “half- 
life” activities can be rendered 
negligible by a storage or “cool- 
ing” period for the slugs before 
chemical processing is carried 
out. But the long-lived activities 
remaining in the slugs still make 
it necessary that chemical pro- 


“Of all land vehicles, the train 
locomotive seems the most obvi- 


ous place directly to use nuclear 


power,” he said. “Due to the rela- 
tively small size of airplanes and 
the necessity for keeping at a 
minimum, it is in this sphere that 
the problem of eliminating per- 
sonnel hazards seems technically 
the most difficult. It is precisely 
in the field of air transportation, 
however, that the possibility of 
an extremely concentrated power 
source is technologically the most 
attractive. It is almost certain, 
therefore, that we shall see a very 
considerable effort expended in 
this direction. I believe more dif- 
ficult problems have been solved 
in the past,’ 

For transporting certain types 
of cargo, he pointed out, a plane 
might: be directed by ‘remote con- 
trol from the ground or from an 
accompanying plane. A nuclear- 
powered plane might pull an ac- 
companying passenger - carrying 
glider, or a glider containing a 
nuclear power source and an elec- 
trical generator might furnish 
power through a cable to the par- 
ent passenger-carrying plane.

Another case was that of a man 
who sprained his ankle while at 
work. Immediate X-ray pictures 
disclosed normal bone and joint 
structures, he said, but swelling 
continued, increasing until the 
diagnosis of a malignant tumor 
became certain. Death followed 
secondary growths in the lungs, 
and autopsy confirmed the diag- 
nosis. 

Injury to Mole. 

There seems to be little doubt 
that malignant tumors of dark 
pigment develop after a single in- 
jury to a pigmented mole, Dr. 
Seelig added. 

In compensation cases, he re- 
ported, most courts accept as sub- 
stantial evidence in itself an opin- 
ion that a given injury probably 
caused a disease. Even testimony 
that a given injury might have 
caused a disease is admissible in 
evidence, he added, and if it is 
supplemented bv other evidence 
so that the composite is substan- 
tial, then the burden of proof is 
considered sustained. 

Dr. Seelig is director of pathol- 
ogy at Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital and professor of 
pathology at the Washington 
University School of Medicine, 


Injuries Cause Disease. 

Most common types of disease 
resulting from injuries are ulcers 
of the stomach and duodenum, Dr. 
Burrill B. Crohn of New York's 
Mount Sinai Hospital, said. 

Reiterating the ease of estab- 
lishing the relationship between 
an accident and subsequent dis- 
ease in cases before Workmen’s 
Compensation Courts, Dr. Crohn 
pointed out that cross-examination 
in general law courts is designed 
to confuse and contradict the doc- 
tor testifying and makes difficult 
the establishment of the sequence 
between accident and disease. 

State compensation laws must 
be revised so that psychiatrists 
are used to direct or assist in the 
cure of injured workmen who 
have psychological problems re- 
sulting from their injuries, Dr.

Molecular Force 


Gauge Shown in Science Exhibit 


Display Includes Data on Parasitic Blood Dis- 
ease, Books Smuggled Out of Holland 
Under Nazi Rule.

Many of the most modern devel- 
opments in the field of science, in- 
cluding some of the compounds 
of the metal uranium, which was 
used in the manufacture of the 
atomic bomb, were on display to- 
day in the Exposition Hall of Kiel 
Auditorium in connection with the 
opening of the meetings of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 

The exhibit, which is the first 


held by the association Since the 
beginning of the war, will be open 
daily during the four-day meet- 
ing. 

The display of the uranium com- 
pounds was supplied by the Mal- 
linckrodt Chemical Works, 3600 
North Second street, which played 
an important role in the produc- 
tion of uranium, from’ which 
atomic bomb scientists at the 
Manhattan project developed plu- 
tonium, the active metal used in 
later bombs. 

Five one-gallon glass bottles at 
the Mallinckrodt booth hold the 
compounds of the metal in crys- 
taline and powder forms. They 
are uranyl nitrate, a yellow crys- 
tal; uranium _ tetrafluoride, A 
green powder; uranium black 
oxide, a black powder; uranium 
trioxide, an orange power, and 
uranium d‘oxide, a brown \powder. 
3-Inch Cube Weighs 19 Pounds. 

In addition, the company has a 
three-inch cube of uranium metal, 
which weighs about 19 pounds— 
uranium is one of the densest 
materials known to science — a 
piece of lead of comparable size 
would weigh 11 pounds.

Display of Scientific Books. 


Many textbook publishing firms 
and publishers of scientific jour- 
nals have displays. In one of 
these there are scientific books 
from Russia, France, England, Po- 
land, South ‘Africa, Sweden, Can- 
ada and Holland. 


The books from Holland, which 
was occupied by Nazis, were 
smuggled out of the country 
through Switzerland and sent to 
the United States. The Nazis, a 
spokesman said, decreed that no 
scientific papers could be written 
by researchers during the occupa- 
tion. By writing their papers in 
book form, however, and giving 
them very general titles, scien- 
tists managed to get them to the 
outside world, 


A radio display, entitled “Circuit 
Annie,” arranged by students and 
faculty of the Army Alr Forces 
Radio School at Scott Field, Belle- 
ville, attracted considerable atten- 
tion.

THEORY ON ATOM BOMB 
CAUSING TIDAL WAVE 


Dr.Howard Meyerhoff Thinks 
Explosion Would Have Ef- 
fect Similar to Earthquake. 


A theory that a huge tidal wave 
will be caused by the proposed 
water-surface explosion of an 
atomic bomb by the Navy near 
Bikini island in the Pacific was 
advanced last night by Dr. Howard 
A. Meyerhoff, executive secretary 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, 

Dr. Meyerhoff, who is in St. 
Louis attending the association's 
112th meeting, said his contention 
is that the wave will be about 100. 
feet in height at the scene of the’ 
explosion and will diminish to’ 
about 20 to 30 feet in height at 
points 300 miles away in all direc- 
tions. This, he added, would flood 
coastal areas and cause destruc- 
tion of some property. 

“It could be,” he said, “that 
there are known factors about 
atomic bomb blasts which would 
upset my theory, but if there are,’ 
they have not been given any pub 
licity, and I, for one, would like 
to know of them.” 

Pointing out that he has had 
20 years’ experience observing 
earthquake phenomena in the 
West Indies, Dr. Meyerhoff said 
the atom bomb wave would be 
similar to one caused by an earth- 
quake, “a sudden thing with the 
initial force concentrated wholly 
on the surface, so that a 100-foot 
tidal wave produced (by the 
bomb) would be more or less a 
free agent, unimpeded by any 
drag from below. 

He explained that waves caused 
by storms sometimes reach 100 
feet in height, but they have a 
drag from below the surface, gen- 
erated by the downward pressure 
of the winds, causing them to dis- 
sipate relatively quickly. 


Heavy Tobacco Loss in Fire. 

LANCASTER, Pa. March 27 
(AP)—Fire destroyed nearly 3,000,- 
000 pounds of tobacco and wrecked 
a four-story warehouse early to- 
day.. Loss was estimated at close 


to $1,000,000. 


A spokesman for the company 
said the compounds of uranium 
displayed represented the inter- 
mediate steps taken by the com- 
pany in developing uranium for 
the Manhattan project.

Ten “blind spots in man’s knowl- 
edge” were listed by Watson 
Davis, director of Science Service 
in Washington, in a talk this 
afternoon at Kiel Auditorium be- 
fore a sectional meeting of the) 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, 

As outlined by Davis, the “blind 
spots” are: 

Living longer. 

Virus conquests. 

Healthier personalities. 

Exploration of the elements, 

Exploration of the universe. 

The secret of photosynthesis, 

The secret of protoplasm, 

Automatism. yh 

Worla prain. 4 

Phychological warfare. 

Living longer, Davis said, means 
the prolongation of life, the re- 
tarding of old age, the prevention 
of premature senility by the con- 
quest of degenerative diseases, in- 
cluding cancer, heart and circu- 
latory disorders, nephritis, arth- 
ritis and diSeases of the respir- 
atory system and the brain. 

“We should be able to live and 
work a half generation longer,” 
he added. 

On Virus Conquests, 

As to virus conquests, he said 
the least controlled of all infec- 
tious diseases are those caused by | 
the viruses, such as colds, polio- 
myelitis, which “need thelr neme 
ses, their sulfas and antibiotics.” 

He ascribed to mental ailments, 
ranging from chronic grouches to 
disabling psychoses, the major | 
cause of disordered personalities, 
stating that these personalities 
give rise to crimes against society, 
including making of wars, 

In dealing with the exploration 
of elements, Davis said: “New 
chemical elements are still to be 
discovered, probably a half dozen 
or so. Transmutations (not alone 
of uranium) and properties of 
older ones need exploration. Un- 
discovered sources’ should _ be 
sought for elements little used 
because scarce. Particles within 
the atomic nucleus yet unidenti- 
fied may exist.” 

In respect to the exploration of 
the universe, he called the “impact 
of atrophysical knowledge of the 
universe around us” more philo- 
sophical or religious than techno- 
logic, but said the sun, stars and 
galaxies have their ‘“down-to- 
earth” effects. 

“Experiments of immense time 
and size are in progress,” he de- 
clared., 

Two of the major scientific mys- 
teries, he said, are the secret of 
photosynthesis—by which the sun's 
radiation is converted in growing 
plants—and the secret of proto- 
plasm, 

Davis said that automatism, or 
automatic operation, if applied to 
factory, farm and home, thus re- 
placing human drudgery, would 
give more time for creative think- 
ing and doing. 

The “World Brain.” 

Speaking of the “world brain,” 
Davis said: “Civilization’s memory 
is in its records, its books, its liter- 
ature, its handed-down lore and 
customs. Overburdened human 
brains forget. Our world organiza- 
tion or disorganization of knowl- 
edge has its lapses of incomplete 
records, its Babel of languages, its 
geographical] stagnation, its confu- 
sion of classification and its over- 
powering bulk. 

“The intelligence of the world 
may be iftelligent enough to mobi- 
lize for use its intelligence.” 

Psychological welfare was de- 
scribed by the speaker as a 
“process of people knowing and 
understanding within and across 
man-made borders. This will be 
the essence of. peace, which his- 
tory shows is one of the greatest 
of unknowns, worthy of the most 
intense and earnest scientific re- 
search.” 

Davis’ spoke before the associ- 
ation’s Geology and Geography 
Section and the Section on Social 
and Economic Sciences, which 
were meeting with the Geological 
Society of America and the Associ- 
ation of American Geographers.

This appears clearly on points 
both small and large. For ex- 
ample, the objective of Soviet pol- 
icy in Iran has been widely stated 
to be oil, and nothing but oil. Ad- 
herents of this view have now as- 
sumed that Soviet policy has been 
reversed because the Soviet Union 
had been assured of access to 
Iranian oil. But the truth is that 
assurance of such access was giv- 
en at Yalta to Foreign Commis- 
sar Molotov by former British 
Foreign Minister Anthony Eden 
and former Secretary of State E. 
L. Stettinius, 


Oil and Guns. 


The record of the Yalta meet- 
ing shows that Stettinius and 
Eden jointly informed Molotov 
that Britain and the United States 
were prepared to use their good 
offices in securing for the Soviet 
Union normal ail concessions in 
Iran. Molotov replied with a long 
tirade against the Iranian law, 
forbidding the granting of oil con- 
cessiong until foreign troops were 
withdrawn from Iranian soil. 

This law was motivated not by 
a Soviet request for an oil con- 
cession, but by the Soviet desire 
to have the so-called “concession” 
include virtual cession of northern 
Iran. Molotov then broke off the 
conversation with the statement 
that there were more important 
matters than oil. Since the So- 
viet government has known since 
Yalta that Britain and the United 
States desired the Soviet oil re- 
quirements to be met, it is neces- 
sary to assume that “the more 
important matters” Molotov men- 
tioned were such things as Soviet 
control of the Iranian government. 

Again, it is now being widely 
bruited about that the reports of 
Soviet troop movements in north- 
ern Iran have been greatly exag- 
gerated, and are probably British 
propaganda. Once more, nothing 
could be further from the truth. 
These reports were originally 
based on the dispatches to the 
State Department of the Ameri- 
can Vice Consul at Tabriz; Rob- 
ert Rossow, whose movements 
were eventually confined by the 
Russians at bayonet point. Ros- 
sow’s dispatches, moreover, were 
fully confirmed and even ampli- 
fied by the observations of an 
American military observer, Capt. 
Gagarine, who saw consid- 
erably more than Rossow. Ac- 
cording to Gagarine, Rossow’s es- 
timate of Russian reinforcements 
in northern Iran was, if anything, 
too low. He based this opinion on 
such facts as the presence at a 
single Russian headquarters of 15 
heavy tanks, 60 medium tanks and 
a great park of heavy and light 
artillery—surely more than would 
be required to guard Russian com- 
munications in Iran from the in- 
roads of a thieving peasantry.

or that the change began weeks 
ago. This assumption is flatly 
contradicted by the events of the 
Moscow visit of the Iranian Pre- 
mier, Qavam es Saltaneh. The 
aged, slippery Ghavam from first 
to last at Moscow asked for only 
two things: first, withdrawal of 
Russian troops from Iranian soil, 
and, second, Russian concurrence 
in a settlement of the Azerbaijan 
revolt which would not undermine 
the integrity of his government. 
On both points, he got a flat turn- 
down. 

Instead, every device of pres- 
sure, persuasion and intimidation 
was employed to make him ac- 
cept three Russian demands. 

The first demand was that the 
Iranian government “invite” Rus- 
sian troops to remain in Iran. 
The second demand was that the 
Iranian government recognize the 
virtual autonomy of Azerbaijan, 
and admit Azerbaijanian deputies 
to the Majlis. The third demand 
was that the northern Iranian oil 
concession, carrying with it all 
the same special privileges which 
had been previously asked for, be 
granted forthwith. The total of 
these demands implied surrender 
of Iranian independence. Qavam 
refused them. Furthermore, he 
refused a final Russian request to 
place his name on a joint com- 
munique, stating that the Mos- 
cow conversations had been car- 
ried on “with good understand- 
ing” in Tehran. In his refusal, 
Qavam stated clearly that the 
conversations would not continue, 
as far as he was concerned, until 
he had received assurance of the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops. 


Showdown and Aftermath. 


What is the meaning of all these 
seemingly unrelated facts? This 
should be obvious. Soviet policy 
in Iran embraced objectives which 
could not be negotiated. 

It was a policy of threatened 
aggression, It came, in the end, 
into open conflict with the poli- 
cies of the western powers, and 
that conflict brought a clash per- 
ilously close. The Soviets used 
every device of the war of nerves 
to induce the western powers to 
avoid the clash by changing their 
policy. Such signs as the action 
of the House and Senate Military 
Affairs Committees to extend the 
draft, in the end convinced the 


Soviets that the western powers’ | 


nerves would not be shaken. And 
so, at the last moment, Soviet pol- 
icy was hastily altered under pres- 
sure of the western powers’ strong 
front. In fact, there was a show-

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The Crisis of Science 


There assemble in St. Louis today the dele- 
gates of mental powers which have transformed 
the furthest reach of Western life in short gen- 
erations—the men and women of science. With 
all deference to the inventors and engineers who 
serve the feast of modernity, they could proceed 
only after the patient disciples of “purer” sci- 
entific disciplines had walked before. 

Science, therefore, is full of a just pride. Yet 
the celebration is not without misgivings, for 
scientists are people, and the people in and out- 
side the erudite fraternities fear to their very 
souls. The scientists whoypaved the way for the 
automobile and healing by radium also paved 
the way for gunpowder, nitroglycerin, TNT; and 
not so long ago they brought forth a small device 
which shatters the tiny atom in unparalleled 
electronic frenzy. 

One short year ago, the human race was em- 
ploying these latter achievements with a rather 
greater devotion than has ever been lavished on 
the scientific-based arts which might rebuild the 
slums, free little children from fear of death by 
rat-bite, bring food and clothing and medicine 
to the world’s miserable billions. Let us face it: 
Science, the flux of progress, the potential 
means of peace and plenty, is also the hand- 
maiden of violent destruction. 

Two billion dollars we cheerfully staked on 
the atom bomb. It proved a “good” investment. 
It may still, man so willing, prove a better one 
in manners poles apart from its original employ- 
ment. Nevertheless, our chosen legislative ser- 
vants meanwhile gag on less than one-third of 
two billions designed to provide privacy and 
decent roofs for 2,700,000 among the men who 
have recently served our nation so well. 

Science is triumphant? In free America, the 
paramount possessor of science’s riches, millions 
still lack decent standards of existence. Security 
out of the laboratory? The people feel more 
insecure than ever before. Atomic physics is 
clear, confident, fearless. Also, Atomic Age 
politics and ethics are confusion, gnawing fear 
of sudden death unshriven. 

Not so long ago, scientists commonly shrugged 
off such things as non-scientific. At least, that 
day passes. It passes, as Joseph A. Brandt, a 
publisher to scientists, says it, because “the 
atomic bomb destroyed something more than 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. It blew up the ivory 
tower.” Generations late, the men and women 
of research find fear and passion in their own 
souls, come down from their unreal half-human- 
ity and seek completeness. 

It was high time. The world may blow up 
from irresponsible play with the new toys. 
Meanwhile, the military seek with diabolical 
arts of fomented fear to bury free investiga- 
tion deep in benighted prohibition. In their 
bigoted ignorance, they would repudiate the 
precious long tradition of free inquiry. 

All free minds will unite to repel such invad- 
ers, but the scientists themselves must bear the 
brunt. Many of them are in the fight. But they 
must do more, and more of their kind must join 
them. Scientists must be unrelenting critics of 
economics and éthi¢s and both critics and prac- 
titioners of policy and politics. In this age, they 
must find the highest dignity and highest des- 
tiny in carrying what they know and what they 
believe beyond the laboratory. Then, and only 
then, can the common life of man catch up the 
long gap between the truth the race knows and 
the things it lives by. 

Today the world faces a fateful ultra-scientific 
choice. Fearful of his own terrible ingenuity, 
man could conceivably reject science and tech- 
nology and. revert to medieval ignorance and 
misery—and peace of mind. Or science and the 
world may go their accustomed way ahd, not so 
long hence, solve all human problems by a brief 
minor brightness in the telescopes of some far 
planet. Or the world could at last begin to live, 
as the wisdom of science now gives it the phys- 
ical and mechanical means to live, by truth and 
reasonableness and toleration and unselfishness. 

The decision will rest in large part with the 
professional scientists, for theirs is the knowl- 
edge, and theirs is the cult of toleration and un- 
selfishness. Only let them assume their bur- 
den speedily and let them carry it well. 

Such is the crisis of science, and its ordeal. 
Such is its matchless opportunity.

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Revision But Not Redress 


The War Department has ordered a glance at 
military injustice, but not a searching” stare. It 
has named nine able lawyers to review the ¢ourt- 
martial system. But what about the unjust pun- 
ishments that were the end result of that sys- 
tem?_ And what of brutality in Army prisons, 
which was sometimes a by-product? 

Secretary Patterson has assured an objective 
and authoritative study of court-martial proce- 
dure by naming such capable attorneys as Jacob 
M. Lashly of St. Louis to make the inquiry. 
Some lines for investigation already have been 
drawn by House Military committeemen. They 
discovered four major defects in military juris- 
prudence: weak protection for defendants, ex- 
treme sentences, lack of fair redress for im- 
proper convictions and trial of enlisted men on 
charges for which officers might not even have 
been reprimanded. 

Mr. Patterson's committee ought to find means 
for correcting these defects in the military trial 
system. Then what? The inquiry will not atone 
for miscarriages of justice which the system pro- 
duced. 

Two months ago, the Army provided a list of 
50 severe cases reviewed by clemency boards. 
In every case, the sentence was harsh. This 
raised the question as to how many of the 35,000 
military prisoners might deserve attention from 
the plodding clemency boards. At about the 
same time, a court-martial uncovered the brutal- 
ity to American prisoners at the Lichfield deten- 
tion camp in England. An enlisted guard was 
convicted, but only recently were officers of the 
camp even made to face charges. And that raised 
the question as to how far such barbarism ex- 
tended to other military prisons. 

It is taking a long time, and strong public 
pressure, to arouse military justice to the cruel 
treatment of some prisoners and the need for 
clemency for others. It is taking even longer to 
arouse Congress to the need for an investigation. 
The Senate has kept the Morse resolution for 
an inquiry virtually pigeonholed for two months, 

Now Secretary Patterson says, “The War De- 
partment wants the most efficient and just sys- 
tem of military justice that can be devised.” His 


step to help create such a system is commend- 
able, but what does it mean to men who are vic- 
tims of the injustice of the present system? Since 
the Army is so slow to help them, the Senate 
should quit using the Morse resolution for a pil- 
low, and order a systematic review of court- 
martial procedures and punishment. Only then 
can there be any certainty that justice has been 
done. 
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Russia’s Intransigeance 

Russia's insistence that the UNO Security 
Council shall not hear Iran in its case against 
the Soviet Union, after the Council has voted 
to do so, proposes a course of action which Sec- 
retary Byrnes has denounced bluntly as a viola- 
tion of the United Nations Charter. 

If Russia and Poland, which stand alone against 
the UNO in this matter, can prevent the Se- 
curity Council from so much as listening to the 
Iranian delegate, the way will be open for any 
aggressor at any time from now on to reduce 
UNO to complete futility and to proceed with 
aggression unhindered. 

The stripping away of the pretense that the 
differences between Iran and Russia have been 
settled is proof of the superficiality of the de- 
velopments up to the present. 

The withdrawal of Russian troops from Iran 
has easéd the tension, it is true, but it has set- 
tled nothing. The issues that precipitated the 
tension are still present, and they are still basic. 
As long as they persist there can be no lasting 
peace. 

1. There is still unsettled the Russian need 
for Iranian oil. All that has been done in this 
direction, it how appears, is that Iran and Russia 
have agreed to hegotiate. It is vital to world 
security for UNO to see to it that whatever ar- 
rangement is finally reached fs arrived at by 
the free will of Iran and is just to Russia. 

2. There is still unsettled the Russian need 
for buffer protection of her Baku oil fields, from 
which she drew the greater part of the petroleum 
to fight the Second World War. This need is 
made imperative in her mind by recollection of 
British engagements with Bolsheviks in that re- 
gion towatd the end of the First World War, as 
Ben H. Pearse described in the Post-Dispatch. 

3. There is still unsettled the need of all the 
rest of the world for assurance from Russia that 
the diplomatic coercion and the saber-rattling 
she has beeh using against Iran will be aban- 
doned as an instrument of national policy in 
favor of world co-operation through UNO. 

4. There is still unsettled the need of all the 
rest of the world for assurance from Russia that 
her ambitions will be kept within reasonable 
bounds, and that she renounces imperialistic ex- 
pansion, of which some of her moves in recent 
weeks have strongly smacked. 

In short, the symptoms of the trouble have 
been eased, but the ailment remains. The UNO 
security Council did precisely right in calling, 
over Russian objection, for an immediate report 
on the Iratian case, as the United States and 
Britain demanded. Once the report has been 
received, the United Nations should not be satis- 
fied with the superficial developments that have 
already occurred, but should proceed to attack 
the causes of conflict and eradicate them. 
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The Blame for Rats 


The Health Division’s penchant for passing 
the rat menace around like the proverbial buck 
has gone further than too far. 

It may have seemed politically permissible, 
when the public became aroused about rats, for 
the Health Division to yell for action by the De- 
pattment of Streets and Sewers, or to try to make 
sanitary inspectors of the police. But the health 
officials have gone beyond ordinary decency in 
threatening the troubled Barton family with a 
juvenile court investigation. 

One Barton child died after a rat bite, two 
other members of the family were bitten by rats, 
and the whole family is threatened with eviction 
because of rats which it certainly did not invite 
into its home. Yet John Buxell, chief health 
engineer, charges the Bartons with a “clear Case 
of neglect of children.” 

Maybe there is something to Buxell’s charge 
that sanitation in the Barton household was 
poor. So was the sanitation around the house 
and in the alley, but the Health Division once 
inspected the place and approved it. The rats 
killed in that house by fumigation Sunday night 
were found in the back yard, in the basement 
and the first two floors, and none in the Barton 
apartment. 

Mayor Kaufmann and Health Commissioner 
Bredeck, the blame for rats in this city cannot 
be laid on impoverished householders living in 
third-floor two-room apartments. The blame for 
rats lies with the Health Division, which has au- 
thority to control rats and is fighting to keep 
that authority, but does not use it. 
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A Living Language 

In-a recent letter to the editor, H. P. suggests 
“this is him” is now correct, since authorities 
have defended Winston Churchill’s “This is me.” 
Perhaps H, P. reaches the right conclusion, but 
he promotes the fallacy of assuming similar con- 
structions of a living language change at the 
same time, They don’t, for English as she is 
spoke is all things to all men and exhibits the de- 
lightful caprice of Cleopatra, whose infinite 
variety age could not wither nor custom stale. 

The past tense of “reach” in one phase of our 
language was formed in the same way as that of 
“teach,” but “taught” alone has survived because 
it was recorded in the manuscripts of medieval 
scholars, whose contemporaries were saying both 
“reached” and “‘teached.” Thus today we don't 
say “‘teached” unless we are very young, and 
one of the vagaries of English finds partial ex- 
planation. 

Quirks and crotchets of a dynamic tongue, how- 
ever, are no more to be explained than those of 
a person. Instead they are to be explored and 
cherished as are the ways of a lover. Unfeeling 
grammarians still war on the conjunction “like,” 
for which they will have us substitute “as.” Yet 
we recall a reviewer's praise of a hard-hitting 
prize-fighter’s writing: “He writes like he fights.” 
“As” for “like” would have weakened that line. 

If H. P. wants to use “him” as a predicate 
nominative, as he proposes, let him campaign 
for that form and linguistic diversification at the 
same time. We recommend a war cry he is 
doubtless familiar with: “Lay on, Macduff, and 
datined be him that first cries ‘hold, enough!’ ”

editorial says; sees Russia as dynamic but bound to backward liv 
ing; Britain is caught awkwardly between democracy and antique 
colonial system; America is confused about how to use its strength,

It is neither in the speeches of democrat- 
ic statesmen, on the one hand, nor in the 
conventionalized exercises of the Soviet 
press and radio, on the other, that one 
may read the future. 


What Pravda, or even Mr. Churchill, may 
Bay today will be swept away tomorrow. 
These things are of small importance in 
themselves and will not even be remem- 
bered unless the long perspectives of his- 
tory should happen to verify one or an- 
other of their intuitions, 


It is for those perspectives that one must 
constantly search. What must one serious- 
ly expect, not from the arguments and fra- 
cases of the moment but from the next 25 
years, say, of world history as a whole? 
To ask the question in those terms is to 
realize that reasonable estimates are not 
impossible, 


Characters of Three Powers 


The next quarter-century will present cer- 
tain great fixed factors: 


Soviet Russia, massive, “monolithic,” 
tough, intensely self-confident and dyna- 
mic but bound to a relatively backward 
and: necessitous living standard; the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, conscious of the great 
mission it has performed in the world but 
temporarily strained to the limits of its 
strength and caught awkwardly somewhere 
halfway between being a federation of mod- 
ern democracies and a nineteenth-century 
colonial empire; the United States, wielding 
a potentially enormous economic and po- 
litical strength, asserting a dominant pow- 
er all the way from the South China Sea 
to the South Atlantic and from Korea to 
Iceland, but thoroughly confused as to the 
uses which it will make of that power and 
the responsibilities which it may entail. 


The history of the next quarter-century 
will be the history, very largely, of the in- 
teraction of these great organisms, 


Chaos That Encircles U.S.S.R. 


Some questions it will have to answer: 
How the great belt of now chaotic terri- 
tories which encircles the Russian mass all 
the way from the Baltic around to Man- 
churia is finally to be organized; how the 
British system is finally to reach a viable 
relationship with the fiercely fermenting 
nationalisms which, from the Eastern Med- 
iterranean through India and Burma to 
Malaya, now lie either within the empire 
or under its influence; how well the United 
States is to make its own capitalist demo- 
cratic system work at home and, having 
achieved a unity of ideals within its bor- 
ders, can operate through the world at 
large in such a way as to produce those 
higher standards of both personal freedom 
and material well-being which are its great 
justifications in the eyes of men. 


All such questions can be answered only 
gradually, at the cost of much friction, dif- 
ficulty, bad compromise and propagandist 
battles. Behind all of them, undeniably, 
there stands a basic cleavage of method 
and purpose between the Soviet Union and 
the Western demecracies. 


That the coming quarter-century could 
develop toward a third global conflict is 
not an empty supposition. It could do so if 
Russia should erupt in an imperialist at- 
tempt to master the entire Eurasian land 


mass, containing the vast majority of the 
human race. It could do so if the British 
Commonwealth should be left like a strand- 
ed hulk of old privilege and exploitation 
across the pathways of necessary world 
change, It could do so if the United States 
fails to achieve unity at home and should 
employ its wealth and power with that 
combination of timidity, stupidity and 
blindness which distinguished the Western 
European democracies during the rise of 
Hitler. 


What Rewards for the Russians? 


But it need not do so. For there are 
other questions which the next 25 years 
must answer. One of the most interesting 
is the question of the development of Rus- 
sia. The people who are the heirs of that 
vast imperial domain are not profoundly 
interested in the diplomatic tours de force 
of the expert managers in the Kremlin; 
their major desire is to see the system 
which they have built at such immense 
cost in blood and pain begin to produce 
the rewards in daily living conditions which 
its colossal resources would make inévit- 
able under an enterprise system, 


Another question is the extent of techni- 
cal and material advance which the Amer- 
ican system can demonstrate, Still another 
lies in the success of those several systems, 
among which one must now number that 
of the United Kingdom as one of the larg- 
est, in following the “middle way” between 
the capitalistic and Communistic organiza- 
tionS of society. 


These are the fundamental questions of 
the next quarter-century. Whether they are 
to issue in peace or a third cataclysm is 
not to be learned from current polemics. 
Polemics do not matter much except as 
indicators of the degrees of current stress. 


What does matter is the extent to which 
each major participant in the great adven- 
ture can define his own principles, can 
stand by them when necessary and can, 
within the context of the time, demonstrate 
the validity of those principles in serving 
the needs and aspirations of mankind. 


A TRIBUTE TO MR. BOWLES

The worst calamity which could overtake 
America would be runaway inflation. The 
Administration's plea, motivated by vote- 
getting, that soaring wages are necessary 
to increase “purchasing power,” is utterly 
without basis.

Good Biography of Monroe, 
Last of Virginia Dynasty 


“The Last of the Cocked Hats: James Monroe and 
the Virginia Dynasty,” by Arthur Styron. (Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma Press, Norman, Ok.) 

This book is by one of the more success- 
ful amateur history writers. Realizing the 
pitfalls that beset any biographer whose 
work is to enjoy popular approval, some 
permanence and the respect of the profes- 
sionals, Mr. Styron has sought at once to 
paint an individual portrait, and to show 
the interplay between the subject and his 
background. This last, and by common 
repute the least, of the “cocked hats” of- 
fers a happy choice for such a purpose. By 
himself too dull for a lively sketch, Monroe 
was also too important to be entirely 
passed by. 

Born in 1758, Monroe grew up in revo- 
lutionary turmoil amid an aristocratic en- 
vironment. He entered William and Mary 
College in 1774, but soon joined the Army. 
Here he discovered that the question of 
colonial home rule, so felicitously debated 
by his Tidewater contemporaries, was af 
most no more than half the issue. Common 
people were much more interested in who 
would rule at home. 
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After the Revolution, Monroe entered the 
Continental Congress, to expand his politi- 
cal experience, especially by acquainting 
himself with some problems of the “New 
West.” Though he learned something 
about the necessity for unity in the new 
nation, he strongly opposed the Constitu- 
tion. Once Virginia had ratified it, how- 
ever, he calmly accepted the decision and 
was soon elected to the Senate, where he 
displayed solid routine ability and con- 
tinued his political education. Appointment 
as Minister to France in 17094 vastly aug- 
mented this education, since he was now 
introduced to the complicated problems of 
foreign affairs during a crisis. 

Upon his return to America in 1797, 
Monroe engaged in the prevalent Federalist- 
Jeffersonian squabbles and served briefly 
as Governor of Virginia. He again went to 
France in a diplomatic role to handle the 
Loulsiana Purchase; then traveled to Spain 
and England, Such experience as well as 
his political connections paved the way for 
his appointment as Secretary of State, 

* * . 


Monroe in 1816 succeeded Madison in the 
presidency, as the last of the Virginia 
dynasts in that office. His two terms were 
marked by the rising protest against Tide- 
water contro] from what were to be called 
Jacksonian Democrats, by the mounting 
tension of such questions as sectionalism 
and slavery and by numerous diplomatic 
difficulties. The most spectacular feature 
of the era was, of course, the “Doctrine” 
connected with his name. 

When he died in 1831, Monroe was some- 
thing of an anachronism, yet not tragically 
so, He recognized, if he neither under- 
stood nor welcomed, the new forces at 
work. He had served his country honor- 
ably if not brilliantly, and had generally 
been cohtent to place national before per- 
sonal interests. Both his own career and 
that of his country are well surveyed in 
this volume,

S I write this article I do not know what will have developed 
in the discussion of the Iranian question, by the Security Council, 


hope that the issue will not cause 
lon that whatever settlement may 


have been reached between Tehran and Moscow should not com- 
promise the independence and territorial integrity of Iran. 


But such compromises as have 
hitherto been made _ (for the 
“unity” of the Big Three, have re- 
sulted in the Soviets getting 90 
per cent of what they were after. 
The independence and freedom of 
the East European states, except 
for territories annexed by the Sc- 
viets, were also mutually agreed 
on. The Western Allies conceded 
that the Soviets-had a right to 
“friendly governments” in these 
areas, but learned to their chagrin 
that being “friendly” to the Soviet 
Union means being unfriendly to 
Britain and the United States. 


Collapse of Axis Pact. 


We know that Soviet demands 
on Hitler included Iran, Iraq, the 
Dardanelies and enough of Saudi 
Arabia to control the Persian 
Gulf. For these the Soviets were 
willing to conclude a military al- 
liance with the Axis. One may 
assume that the object of the So- 
viet offer was to prevent the Ger- 
mans, who had abandoned the 
hope of a successful invasion of 
Britain, from attacking Britain 
by the backdoor of the Empire 
through the Dardanelles. Russia 
did not want German troops in 
an area where she herself would 
be exposed. The Germans did not) 
want the Ryssians where they 
would be exposed, and unable to 
conduct their own campaign. So 
the pact broke. 


No great power must control 
these areas, which does not mean 
that all great powers should not 
have a fair share of access to 
their oil reserves, or that Russia 
should not have free access to the 
Western seas. 


A Dangerous Idea. 


Russia, like Britain and our- 
selves, doesnot want war. But 
wars happen when, as the re- 
sult of a series of appeasements, 
great powers are encouraged to 
overreach themselves. That point 
has come with he Soviet Union. 
Russia has been an expansionist 
power for three centuries — con- 
trary to current myths—but her 
history shows her always to have 
been cautious; to have expanded 
into vacuums without major risks. 


Nor is Russia to blame for tak- 
ing fullest adva,:tage of the “se- 
curity sphere” concept which was 
accepted by Western leaders also. 
It was a dangerous idea in the 
first place, and the Russians have 
fought it whenever it was of ad- 
vantage to the security of the 
West. Western Europe is more 
important to British—and Ameri- 
can security than Eastern 
Europe, without Germany, is to 
Russian. 

But the idea of a Western bloc 
had been howled down by the 
Soviets and the Soviet parties 
abroad. What is needed is an in- 


that it cannot be dominated or used 
by Russia against the West, or by 
the West against Russia, which 
means, among other things, a 
much stronger world organization 
than the present structure of 
U.N.O. 


Red Conspirators. 


Real peace between the West 
and the Soviets clso will not come 
to pass as long as Communist 
parties act as outposts for the 
Soviet Union and conspire to 
weaken the internal order of all 
Russia’s “potential” enemies, 
which seems to mean everybody. 
Peoples regarded and treated as 
“potential” enemies usually be- 
come real enemies, and the Com- 
munist parties abroad are not 
Soviet assets but the Soviets’ 
worst liabilities, from the stand- 
point of peace—as the German- 
American Bund in the United 
States was Germany’s worst lia- 
bility. 

The Canadian spy case spreads 
more alarm among the average 
American citizen thdn does the 
case Of Iran. German Commu- 
nists created almost as many 
Hitlerites as Hitler himself* Amer- 
ican or European parties may rea- 
sonably advocate the nationaliza- 
tion of productive property, but 
when they act as agents of a 
foreign power they turn every 
decent patriot against their mas- 
ters. 


Other Danger Spots. 


Unity requires mutual conces- 
sions, not continual one-way ap- 
peasements, and no one is a true 
or intelligent friend of the Rus- 
sian nation or people who en- 
courages them to believe the con- 
trary. The theory of the all-wis- 
dom of Soviet leaders before and 
during the war is another myth. 
Had their mouthpieces in this 
country succeeded in keeping 
America disarmed and_ unpre- 
pared, Russia would have lost the 
war. If Churchill had not held 
fast in a dreadful moment for 
Britain and rejected the Hess 
mission, Russia would certainly 
have lost the war. 

Iran is not the only danger spot. 
There is Turkey; there is Trieste. 
If U.N.O. is to be a whole series 
of crises, relations inevitably will 
deteriorate, 


This country and every citizen 
of it, will respond to every move 
that the Soviets make toward 
creating understanding on a mut- 
ual and reciprocal basis. But we 
have too recently had bitter ex- 
perience of peace talk accompany- 
ing aggression, direct or indirect,

Duties of the 
existing social security commis- 
sion, which administers old age 
pensions, aid to dependent chil- 
dren, direct relief and other wel- 
fare services, would be transferred 
to the welfare division. 

The Department of Business and 
Administration would contain the 
divisions of insurance, finance, re- 
sources and development, savings 
and loan supervision, geology and 
the Public Service Commission. 
The director of the department 
would have no control or super- 
vision over the Public Service 
Commission division. 

Passage of a Senate bill creat- 
ing a new State Department of 
Agriculture was recommended to- 
day by the House Agriculture 
Committee. Ten amendments were 
adopted by the committee, most of 
them relating to technical admini- 
strative procedure of the depart- 
ment. The bill now is in position 
for passage by the House.

BAKERY CONSERVATION 
PROGRAM OUTLINED 


Charles W. Koch of St. Louis 
Lists 31 Ways to Save 
Food. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 27—A 31- 
point program designed to con- 
serve fats and assist the famine 
emergency program announced 
by President Truman, was recom- 
mended to the Associated Retail 
Bakers of America at a meeting 
here yesterday by Charles W. 
Koch of St. Louis, chairman of 
the board. 

“Of all the various food indus- 
tries affected by the conservation 
program, the baking industry will 
be the hardest hit because wheat, 
cereals and fats are the food com- 
modities which give the most. con- 
centrated food value with the 
least difficulties in shipping and 
storing, and they will be the first 
to go,” Koch said. - 

His 31 points included cate to 
avoid over-ordering, use of sup- 
plies in the order in which they 
are delivered to avoid absorption 
and evaporation losses, care in 
weighing all ingredients, control.of 
mixing time and temperatures and 
the minimum usage of fats in 
coating pans and other containers 
to avoid sticking. 

He also advised paying close at- 
tention to fermentation praced- 
ures, the scheduling of baking. so 
that units of equal weight and 
character are baked together, use 
of seasonal materials to supplant 
wheat and flour products and the 
elimination of fruit coffee cake 
frostings and three layer cakes. 

“In this whole program,” Koch 
said, “the baker will have to ap- 
ply all of his ingenuity and crafts- 
manship in order to effect the 
desired savings and, what is even 
more important, he will have to 
have the will to do it.”

So much is happening in the 


world that this is going on almost 
unnoticed. People are busy trying 
to piece their lives together again 
after the vast upheaval that be- 
gan in 1941. Headlines reflecting 
the threat of a new war are dis- 
tracting. 

Lobbyists who want to cut back 
the powers of the Government are 
backing an old familiar device. It 
is the device of “judicial review.” 

Several bills which are before 
Congress with powerful support 
would make it difficult or impos- 
sible for many administrative 
agencies of the Government to 
function. Every lecision by a 
commission or a board could be 
taken to the courts and hog-tied 
with legal red tape. 


Like Chinese. 


That would be the effect of a 
bill already passed by the Senate. 
The pages of this bill drip with 
legal language that is about as in- 
telligible to the ordinary citizen as 
Chinese. Those who have studied 
it from a disinterested point of 
view believe it would. change the 
laws of evidence in such a way 
that the authority of the adminis- 
trative agencies would be reduced 
to the vanishing point. 

When S. 7, the judicial review 
bill, was before the Senate, curious 
and at times contradictory state- 
ments were made about it. At one 
time, Senator Alben Barkley of 
Kentucky, the majority leader, 
wanted to make sure that the 
measure had not been drawn “to 
nullify what executive § depart- 
ments set up by Congress might 
be attempting to do.” 

“Positively, we nullify nothing,” 
Senator Pat McCarran of Nevada, 
the author of the bill, replied. 


Sumners’ Ox-Cart Ideas. 


A little later, Senator Walter 
George of Georgia asked whether, 
under the bill, something could be 
done about changing the rule that 
now makes it impossible for the 
courts to review the evidence on

It would be wrong, of course, 
to present this issue in terms of 
all black and all white.

When Wall Street Ruled. 


But the way to cure those 
wrongs is by a direct approach. 
To increase the stranglehold of 
law by a sweeping gesture is to 
endanger the very function of 
Government. As it is today, the 
law is Washington’s chief tmdus- 
try. 

There was a time—and it was 
not so long ago—when major eco- 
nomic decisions for the country 
were made by corporation lawyers 
in New York. The heads of certain 
big law firms set up the holding 
company systems which controlled 
vast networks of power and in- 
dustry.

?\ I thought I sensed less of a 
; feeling of futility and more of 

a vigorous spirit among these in 
dustrial workers than among any 
other group of people I have seen | 
in Germany. Their answers to | 
questions did not vary much: | 
Yes, they were getting all that | 
their ration cards called for, not 
much to eat but enough to live

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THE MOST interesting thing about Clyde’s accusations 
is not their truth or falsity, but what they reveal of Clyde 
himself.

Simply because a single 
specimen of the female sex happened to desert him for an- 
other man. He had reposed all of his youthful dreams in, 
and built all of his ambitions around, his high school sweet- 
heart. He idealized her, and thought she was everything 
which he blindly read into her during those sentimental days.

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CYNICS USUALLY profess great sophistication and world- 
liness. They like to suggest that they have a wide experience 
with life. Oddly enough, however, cynics are usually intro- 
verted persons who have had but limited social experience. 
One bitter happening looms so big, therefore, on their narrow 
social horizon that it obscures everything else. They chance 
to pick a rotten apple from a barrel and then without a fur- 
ther glance, consign the entire barrel to the dump heap.

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CYNICS are people whose personalities have not been able 
to withstand the hard knocks that come more or less inevitably 
to all human beings. They can’t take it. But they hide their 
wounded feelings, or so they erroneously believe, behind this 
cynical mask, and in petty fashion thereafter keep making 
caustic attacks. The best cure for cynicism is wide social 
experience. It is not only cowardly but indicative of poor 
logic to malign womanhood because of one faithless girl. It is 
likewise poor logic to idealize womanhood because of one virtu- 
ous girl. Some women are good and some are bad. The true 
scientist sees the good and encourages it. He sees the bad and 
discourages it. But he does not cowardly slander the innocent, 
as does the cynic.

OMETIMES blanquette of veal 
\ is called white veal stew. The 

one we describe today in our 
recipe, however, is not white but 
a pale sunshine color because of 
the egg yolks that are added to 
the sauce. The veal should be 
cooked so tender that it can easily 
be cut with a fork, and this calls 
for very slow cooking and long 
enough to soften the great amount 
of connective tissue that is in veal. 
Such slow cooking is difficult for 
some cooks to understand and 
achieve because it is so slow. 
When meat simmers, one sees only 
an occasional bubble rise to the 
surface and break. 

If the piece of veal bought has 
any bone in it, the bone should 
be carefully removed so that the 
meat may be cut into neat cubes. 
But the bones should be put with 
the stew to cook with the meat 
because they add considerable fla- 
vor. When the meat is done, the 
bones can be lifted out and dis- 
earded, If fresh mushrooms are 
not available, the canned ones are 
good and in this case add the 
liquid as well as the caps and 
stems. Sometimes a little tartness 
is preferred in this dish and is 
achieved by adding at the last a 
few pickled onions or a spoonful 
of pickle relish or chopped olives. 
This meat in cream dish is de- 
licious served with mashed po- 
tatoes, 

Blanquette de Veal. 

One pound veal, one and one- 
half teaspoos salt, one and one- 
half cups water, one small onion, 
quartered; one whole clove, one 
small carrot, cut in half; one 
branch celery, four whole black 
peppers, two tablespoons butter, 
two. tablespoons flour,  three- 
fourths cup milk, scalded; six to 
eight medium mushrooms (two 
ounces), two small onions, quar- 
tered (about one cup), two egg 
yolks, one tablespoon lemon juice 
and pulp, one-fourth cup cream, 
One-fourth teaspoon sugar. 

Wipe veal and cut into two-inch 
cubes. Combine with next six 
ingredients in small Saucepan, 
Cover tightly and simmer one and 
one-fourth to one and one-Half 
hours. Remove veal to small bowl. 
Cover and keep warm. Strain 
broth, discard spice and vegeta- 
bles. There should be about three- 
fourths cup of liquid. Melt butter 
in saucepan, blend in flour, then 
add milk gradually, stirring con- 
Sstantly. Add broth, then mush- 
rooms and onions, Cover and cook 
15 minutes over low heat. Beat 
egg yolks thoroughly with a fork, 
pour small amount of hot liquid 
onto eggs, mix thoroughly and 
combine with remaining hot. liq- 
uid. Cook a mjnute over low heat. 
Add remaining ingredients, the 
veal and heat thoroughly. Serve at 
once. Four servings. 

Menus for Thursday. 

Breakfast: Dates in whole wheat 
cereal, bacon, toast and butter. 

Luncheon: Vegetable soup, pic- 
kled beet and sliced egg salad, 
bacon corn bread, fresh pears. 

Dinner: Blanquette de veal, 
mashed potatoes, buttered broc- 
coli, grilled tomatoes, whole wheat 
bread and butter, orange float. 
Orange Float. 

Mix one-half cup sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, and two ta- 
blespoons cornstarch thoroughly; 
add one cup water and stir well. 
Cook over direct heat until mix- 
ture boils. Stir into one beaten 
egg yolk, cook over hot water for 
10 minutes longer. Beat one egg 
white until stiff; pour cooked mix- 
ture over it and stir carefully until 
well mixed. Combine one-half cup 
Orange juice, one-half teaspoon 
grated orange rind with one and 
one-half tablespoons lemon juice 
and stir in gradually. Pour into 
serving dishes and garnish with 
orange sections. Five servings. 


Ham Fritter 


Take two eggs and beat them 
well. Stir in one-third cup of milk 
and about two tablespoons of 
melted butter or margarine. Sift 
a cup of flour with one-half tea- 
spoon of salt and a teaspoon of 
baking powder. Season with a 
dash of cayenne, Combine the dry 
ingredients with the first mixture, 
blending well. Now, stir in one cup 
of cooked chopped ham. If the 
ham is very salty, omit adding 
salt to the dry ingredients. Next, 
work in a cup of canned whole 
kernel corn, Mix thoroughly. Drop 
by spoonfuls into hot, deep fat, 
and fry to a golden brown. Drain 
well on absorbent paper and serve 
as is or with a pungent tomato 
sauce, 


The Child’

s Routine 


HILDREN thrive best on what 
Dr. Johnstone of Vineland 
School calls a monotonous va~« 
riety. They do the same thing 
every day at the same time but 
there is variety in the sameness. 
Cereal for breakfast need not al- 
ways be the same one; fruit juice 
need not always be one sort, In 
school arithmetic comes at the 
same hour every day but the les- 
son varies in subject matter, in 
presentation and application. But 
having the same activity at the 
same time daily sets a’ rhythmic 
habit in the child that goes a long 
way toward making him happy 
and comfortable during the day. 
As always in life, too much is 
not. good, too little will not serve, 
the middle of the way is best. It 
is unwise to waken a child to 
feed him. He will wake close to 
feeding time and those minutes 
of sleep will not cost him any 
growth. They are probably needed. 
Try to fit the schedule to the 
child and at the same time fit the 
child into the family schedule. 
That nice adjustment is what 
makes family life the best sort on 


earth. 
* * * 


FOR EXAMPLE: A _ father 
leaves home before the children 
are awake. They are in bed when 
he gets home, or are on their way. 
That shuts father out or at least 
reduces his share of his children’s 
lives. Some arrangement should 
be made so that the children can 
meet their father and learn to 
know of his love and care for 
them, It is a rare household 
where this cannot be done. 

A set program for the manage- 
ment of the household is essential 
to housekeeping and family suc- 
cess. That means that every mem- 
ber of the family learns that on 
certain days, at certain times, 
certain things are done and they 
must help in the doing. Collecting 
the family washing, marketing, 


setting tables and clearing them, 
visiting grandparents—such things 
are scheduled and within a loose 
program, effectively managed, 
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WHEN CHILDREN know what 
is expected of them during a day 
at home or in school, it gives 
them a feeling of.security that the 
hit-or-miss style of living never 
affords. This feeling of security, 
of rhythmic living is a sound 
health factor in children’s lives, 
health of body and spirit. When 
a child does not know whether 
he is going to be free to finish 
the game he is playing, does not 
know when his next meal is to be 
served, cannot find his things 
when they are needed, never 
knows what's coming next and 
can never depend on anything, 
he becomes uncertain, irritable 
and loses ground fast. 

Everyday life in nature has a 
rhythmic basis and plenty of vari- 
ety as well, That is the plan na- 
ture set for her children and we 
would be wise to follow it. 


Eggs Lyonnaise

Ishappen to feel that most 
of the peoples of the world want 
peace and, in spite of many of our 
newspapers, I believe that Premier 
Stalin and Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek want peace.

Mr, 
Churchill thinks that his Fulton,

North’s performance in the bid 
ding was of the type that brings 
wailing and gnashing of teeth 
from experts.
